Heſcirmiched ſo wel that he gat the 
firſt ol they. ij. trenches, and after 
heturned vpon them that were in 
the houſe, he ſcyzmyſhed with them 
vntil it was late, and then he retur⸗ 
ned to oure Campe in good oꝛder.

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¶ This nyght there was geuen 
to the enemyes ſodaynelye a larum 
as they hadde manye lythe they; 
commyng , lo that they were kepte 
wake, and dylqupeted that dape 
wyth ſcyzmylhes and in the nyght 
lying in theyꝛ harnes (as we hadde 
knoweledge by the pꝛyſonerg,) ſo 
that theyz impituous furour bez 
ganne foz to wage. Foz nowe we 
hadde gathered them fo nere to⸗ 
— that theyꝛ hoꝛlmenue that 
were wont to ride within two hun⸗ 
dꝛed paces ol our cãpe to ſpye, tame 
not nere by a thouſand and ſiue hũ⸗

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Campe. And moꝛeouex our newe 
trenche went koꝛewarde, koꝛ hys 
Maieſtye woulde dyllodge them 
in anye wyſe. Here u myghte bee 
ſeene that he that came to o dyſlodge, 
was hym ſelfe diſlodged, Now the 
trenche was duuen to the houſe the 
whyche we haue nowe gottẽ, wher⸗ 
by we myght eaſylye beate al they? 
Campe:thatthere was no remedy 
but avoaye fromthence. Tho Coũte 
Palatineſent at thystymethze hũ⸗ 
dꝛed hoꝛſes, whyche ſerued amon⸗ 
geſt the enempes vntyll wythin a 
ſhozte tyme befoze that they were 
bꝛoken. He ercuſed hym ſelte,and 
ſapd, that he ſente them tothe duke 
of Uertemburge as he was bound

to go partoꝛce. Let it be as it was, 
foz the greater nomber that were a⸗ 
gaynſthym,ſomuche moze was the 
vpictozythat God gaue him.

One day carlyinthemoznyng, 
they began agarne wyth they? arti 
lerye to tempeſt and beate our cape, 
but moꝛe at large the theyhad done 
befoze.

And moꝛe⸗ 
ouer then thys, our hoꝛſmen tooke 
theyz victuales in al partes, ſo that 
they lyued in great trauaile c miſe⸗ 
ryc,and we neuer ſuftered them to 
reſt, but ſome tymes in the nyght, a 
euer in the day they kept they bat⸗ 
tayle ray. Thẽ they determmed toꝛ 
to diſlodge ſeing ther was no other 
temedye. The next night they paC- 
ſed pꝛiuelpe ouer a lytle ryuer wyth 
theyꝛ great artuery and caryage,#

— andto 1 b ſayde 
duke, al thinges that he hathe vlur⸗ 
ped and to be in the determingeion® 


ofthe chamber imperiall. 
Thys is the pointe whiche is to 
hym ſo muche woꝛthe, that 19515 
to tome thereto , he hathe ſuſtapn 
hys opinions fo long,vntyll tt he | 
hathe ſwoꝛne fidelitte tothe Empes? 
rour:a the nobles alſo be ſwoꝛn, that 
when the Lantgraue goeth oute of 
the way, they (hal take him #bzyng 
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pardoneth hym his lyte, and taketh 


mas pꝛoclaimed againſt him, a like 
boyſe remitteth him from perpetual 
puſon. Befoze the commyng of the 
Launtgraue to Hale, there was a 
great queſtion and bebate betwene 
the Yiſpanardes a the Dutchmen: 
it was ſo karre loꝛth, that the Empe⸗ 
rour put him ſelkamongſt them. Jt 
wag a neteſlarye remedye, foꝛ none 
but onlyhe might ſuffice, howe be it 
chat it was not without peril which 
might haue chaũced, being betweye 
ij. parties ſo furious, which now be 
ganne to be blynde. 
(. Atchys timethe Emperoꝛ dyd 
geue licence to p̃ Embaſladours of 
Boeme ſaying vnto thẽ in ſumme,þ 
he wold make interceſſiõ top king, 
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anything,it ould be diſgrauated, 
| But thys was to be vnderſtanded 
coming firlte into the obedience of 
their king in doing their duty and ik 
not. his maieſti could do no leſſe, but 
to take the affaircs ot his bꝛother as 
his owne pꝛoper. This was in ſũme 
hys anſwer how be it in hys letters 
they were anſwered moe at large. 

C Nowthe day is come that the 
Lãtgraue cõmeth to Hale with one 
hundzeth hozſes:hedyd lyght at the 
lodging ol Dutze Moꝛres hyg ſone 
in lawe, nowe Electour. The nerte 
day at thehours apopnted, he came 
to the pallace accompanyed wyth 
theſe two Electours , The Empe⸗ 
rour was in the haule wyth the ce- 
remonies accuſtomed in theſe thin- 
ges.

¶ Right high. moſt mighty a picto 
rious punce, Emperour and graci⸗ 
ous Loꝛd, Phillipthe Launtgraue 
of Hellene hathe greuoullpe offen- 
ded your Maieſtte beyng in theſe 
warres, and geuing a cauſe of iuſte 
indignacion toz the enducing of o⸗ 
ther parſongto fal in the ſame fault, 
wher koꝛe your maieſty may vſe al ri 
goue in p toꝛrectiõ oł his deſeruing. 
Yeconteſleth meekely that he is ſo⸗ 
rowtulwithal his hart, æ folowing 
the ofters that he hath offered toz to

to makerecognilance vnto pour ma 
ieſty, and to take you only rightful- 
lye oꝛdeined ot God to be our ſoue⸗ 
raigne Loꝛd and Emperoꝛ, to obey 
#to do ſeruice to pour maieſty ,x to 
the whole Empypꝛe, al pa pzynce ac 
vaſſalle is bound to do, and ſo euer 
to continue. and neuer to do, oꝛ treat

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any thing to the contrary,foztobe al 
his lite a meke and obedient ſeruat 
in knowing of the great benefire of 
thys — obtapned at pour ma⸗ 
teſty,fo2 the whiche he deſpꝛeth and

Motwithſtanding, his ma- 
leſty hauing areſpecte that he hathe

C Althrstyme the Lantgraue 
kneeled vpon his knees: but when 
he did ſtand vp, his maieſty touched 
not his hand, noꝛ yet made vnto him 
anylight of curteſy.

CNowe the Emperoure hath 
bꝛoughte to paſle all thele thynges 
in Germanye, whiche haue been 
ſo hyghe in the toppe of pzyde ,and 
with lo greate power, that it ſemed 
to the heades or them, that theyz 
pꝛyde was no pꝛeſumpcion ,but all 
reaſon , and withoute anpe doubte 
theyꝛ power was ſo greate, that it 
ſemedto all menne, that there was 
not ſtrength in the reſte ol chuſten⸗ 
dome {02 to reſyſt. But he that may 
dooe all thynges, hath ſuffered the 
Emperour to haue the victoꝛ ye, foʒ
